2.  Comments  follow: 

a.  Reference  item  concerning  "Intelligence  NCO,"  section  II,  page  5, 
paragraph  a;  concur.  The  requirement  appears  valid  and  will  be  evaluated 
when  KTOE  is  submitted  to  this  headquarters.  Unit  will  be  advised.
